But that hasn’t prevented residents 


unrelenting opposition to the type of business now being 
conducted there. And it is, of course, the right of any 
citizen to oppose anything he or she wishes. 

We do feel, however, that residents of Fletcher st. are 
forgetting one factor in their fight to have the firm’s right 
to operate a contractor’ s yard suspended. 

The site of the yard is an old coal yard, in use for 
many years but not specially busy more recently. The 
area is zoned for industry and was zoned that way for 
many years. Is it reasonable for anyone to purchase or 
build a home in an area zoned for industry and then com- 
plain about industry locating there? While there may be 


valid gripes against the company, it looks as though the 


residents are also complaining about the conduct of a 
business — perhaps any business — that might want to 


settle in an area prescribed by law as industrial. 

We suggest that reports about the conduct of children 
in the area, if true, are also proof that an unreasonable 
opposition has developed. The reports state that young- 
sters stand on either side of the road as the firm’s trucks 
implying by their actions that they may 
That would scare 


go in and out — 
run out into the street at any moment. 
any truck driver and there is the possibility, of course, 
that some day one of the youngsters might get into the 
roadway and be injured, Parents ought not to let their 
children do these things from a safety angle, if for no 
other reason 

Industry certainly should be able to expect better treat- 
ment in an area zoned for it. It should not have to antici- 
pate absolute hostility from residents who own homes in 
an area that is not a residential zone. 

Perhaps a better spirit would be shown if both the resi- 
dents, the town and the firm decided to cooperate rather 
than fight. 

It is certainly true that the community will get a bad 
name among potential new industries if this is an example 
of the treatment they will be given. When the community 
is seeking new industry to give us a broader tax base and 
ease the burden on real estate taxpayers, it is a shame to 
discourage that effort by such a poor example as has been 


shown to date.
